You will get much better performance if you weld or solder the pipe all the way 
around. Sheet metal screws will not make a sufficiently low-resistance 

joint since the radiation resistance of a small loop is on the order of tenths of 
an ohm... copper will be superior to aluminum or steel also. 

Silver-plating will be even better but that's probably overkill. For a tuning cap, 
only use a split-stator air variable, or preferably a vacuum cap, so the very high 
circulating current does not have to pass through a brush contact to the rotor. 


I once made an octagonal loop for 20/40m from 1/2" copper tubing, about 3' in 
diameter. Hooked up a gear motor to the vacuum variable for remote 

tuning. It's hard to tune by hand because it's so sharp. Was able to work Central 
Europe on 20m. But the bigger the loop, the more electromagnetic 

waves you can capture... 


Also had a wall-mounted square loop about 8' on a side, from 1" copper tubing 
before the price got ridiculously high, and a big Jennings vacuum 

variable to tune it with. That worked quite well on 40m and acceptably on 75m, 
since I was on a small in-town lot at the time.
